“Counani.,” in South  America,
Refuses to Submit 1o Brazil-
iun Anthority in Spite of
Arbitration Award.

Paris, Feb. 3 —~Adolphe Brezet, formerly
a "aptaln in the French army and
clulming to ba President of what hie terms
“the Republie of Counanl”” in South
America, has arvived here and I seoling
1o obtain recognition of hix Gover
by France,

of Switzerland, to whom the matter was
ubmitted for arbitratfon.
